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THE EFFECT OF NEW STEEL PRICES ON 
BUILDING OPERATIONS. 





FTER months of negotiations between steel 
producers and government officials, an agree- 
ment has been reached, fixing the prices of 

steel and iron products. 

President Wilson has approved a scale of quota- 
tions which practcally cut prices in half. 

It is predicted by leading business men, bankers 
and financial writers, that a big busmess revival will 
follow as a consequence of the new schedule of 
prices, which will go into effect at once and continue 
until January |, 1918, when they may be revised if 
deemed desirable or equitable. 

The peculiar hesitancy, which has prevailed for 
some months in construction activity, particularly 
in the launching of larger building operations in 
our principal cities, will no doubt be eliminated now 
that investors and owners know what the cost of 
iron and steel products will be. 

Statistics have shown that building operations 
have fallen off to a marked degree in the various 
sections of the country. Many men in the plumbing, 
heating and ventilating trades, who have been iden- 
tified with work of considerable scope, have felt the 
effect of this decrease, and they have been obliged 


to devote more of their efforts to smaller building 
operations, overhauling and repair work. 

The new scale of prices for steel and iron will 
largely revivify the conditions which have existed 
in the building industry, and it is predicted that pro- 
posed building enterprises will now go forward with 
a new momentum and that contractors will be kept 
much busier with estimate sheets and blue-prints. 

The stabilizing of the price of steel will enable all 
to figure accurately, as to the cost of this class of 
material, in bidding for contracts or making plans 
for future business. 

“One re-assuring feature of the recent cut in steel 
and iron prices, says Frank M. Huston in the “‘Chi- 
cago Herald,” ‘‘lies in the fact that there are no 
excess stocks of iron and steel in the hands of the 
merchantmen, so that the steel prices fixed will not 
disturb dealers, as did the market decline in the 
price of leather, when jobbers and retailers were 
stocked up to the limit at high prices. 

‘“While the prices are subject to revision the first 
of the year, steel men believe whatever revision 
takes place, if any, will be satisfactory, and they 
say, that the stabilizing of prices in the steel indus- 
try, like that in the copper industry, will eliminate 
competition of an unfair character that has existed 
since the industry became congested. Fictitious 
prices and premiums for early delivery, which were 
made by some mills that took advantage of condi- 
tions, will be a thing of the past.” 

Elbert H. Gary, president of the U. S. Steel 
Corporation, in a statement regarding the 
new prices, maintained that the schedule was a fair 
one. He said: ‘The base prices for iron ore, pig 
iron and the leading steel productions, in which the 
government is specially interested, as fixed by the 
President, while much lower than the prevailing 
market prices and considerably below the expecta- 
tions of the manufacturers, | believe are fair and 
reasonable. While the manufacturers may feel a 
sense of disappointment, they nevertheless will 
acquiesce and do everything possible to maintain 
production to the maximum so long as the war con- 
tinues, and they will not decrease the wages of their 
workmen under present conditions.’ 

That the prices, as fixed, will allow a liberal mar- 
gin of profit is indicated in the statement of steel 
men in close touch with the new situation in the 
steel and iron industry.

the real estate on which the residence was situated beine 
described, and that the plaintiff had complied with th 
statute by filing with the clerk of the circuit court a veri 
ed amount of the demand, showing the labor performe: 
and material furnished. The court holds that the com 
plaint stated a cause of action 

One condition was that the act of 1911 operates as a 


repeal of the chapter of the digest conferring liens 


lavor of mechanics and materialmen. and that as the last 
statute is substituted for and takes the place of the 
former, it alone can be looked to for authority to declare 
a lien in favor of a principal contractor. It was con 
tended that the language of the statute, “except the prin 


cipal contractor,’ excludes a lien in favor of the principal 
contractor. But the court does not think that the statute 
was intended to repeal that part of the chapter of the 
digest referred to, which gives a lien to a principal con 
tractor. 

Section 1 was only inteuded to give the owner the pris 
ilege of requiring a bond so as to obviate liens of laborers 
and mechanics and material furnishers and to vive a 
lien on a building or other improvement in favor of sub 
contractors, laborers, or materialmen for the full amount 
of their respective claims in the event the bond he not 
viven It has nothing whatever to do with liens of the 
principal contractors, and leaves the old statute in full 
force so far as relates to such liens. The statute does 
not purport to substitute the new act for the old one, and 
does not specify any particular section which is amended 
it does not follow the usual form of amending the old 
statute “so as to read as follows.” It seems clear, there 
tore, that nothing is amended or repealed except Kirby’s 
Digest, Section 4975, and such other provisions as are in 
conflict with the new statute. The exception in the first 
section as to principal contractors is fherefore without 
any force, and could have been altogether omitted with 
out affecting the force of the statute. 

Lien Not Filed in Time. 

\ Trial Term of the Supreme Court of New York, 
Schenectady County, holds, in Levi Case & Co. vs 
Bohanski, et al., 163 New York Supplement, 772, that a 
len filed March 18, 1913, was not filed in time, where the 
last charge was under date of December 11, 1912.
